STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, Tetrahedron Vol. 49, No. 18, pp. 3781-3792 (1993) Deprez et al., 
teaches regio and stereoselective reduction of bicyclic imides for the asymmetric 
synthesis of highly substituted pyrrolidines. The instant claims are drawn to hydantoin 
compounds which are useful as anti-inflammatory agents. Deprez et al. disclose 
pyrrolo[3,4-c]pyrrole-1 ,3(2H,3aH)-diones. The instant claims are drawn to pyrrolo[1 ,2- 
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c]imidazole compounds. The instant claims are patentable over Deprez et al. because 
Deprez et al. neither teach nor suggest the pyrrolo[1 ,2-c]imidazole group in the instant 
compounds.
